"So 1 say that the first fly ing ma­ 
chine to the moon will be based on 
the principle of the pith ball that 
flics away from the conductor of an 
electrical machine. 
When this has 
been accomplished there only remains 
to be done what, modern 
chemistry 
certainly can achieve; that is, to fill a 
strong veasel, a spherical vessel, with 
enough nlr and food to sustain a man 
during the flight. This is not so ridlc 
ulous as it may seem, nnd the modern 
achievement of fly ing is a step in that 
direction.”
